As the band,' composed of employes
of the company, played "The Star
Spangled Banner," the beautiful em-
blem was raised to the top of the
pole. Remarks were made by Frank
H. Brooks. Chaplain Moody of the
First Vermont Regiment made a plea
for the men-t- join Company D. He
explained to them that the First Ver-
mont Regiment will be the only dis-
tinctive Vermont militay body which
will serve during the war, and if any
of the men intended to join, or were
eligible to draft, they should join the
Company while they had the oppor-
tunity to select their regiment. Chap-
lain Moody paid a tribute- - to Captain
Wilcox for the treatment he has given
the men under his charge.

Captain Wilcox took the platform
and spoke briefly regarding-hi- s desire
for more men in Company t ranks. ;
